receded to abo u t 30 p er cent fo r tho se with inco mes 
between $500,000 and $1,000,000 and fu rther declined to 28 
p er cent fo r tho se with inco mes o f mo re than $1,000,000. 
We rather think that Bu rke’s co nstitu ents are rep re­ 
sentativ e o f the av erage tax p ay ers in this co u ntry since 
these rev elatio ns. Fo rm er Treasu ry Secretary Jo sep h 
W. 
Barr said the co u ntry faces a p o ssible tax p ay ers’ rev o lt. 
The seco nd Bo sto n Tea Party , like the first in 17 7 3 that 
sp arked the American Rev o lu tio n, is a serio u s p ro test 
that the lawmakers mu st heed. American tax p ay ers want 
to be su re they are p ay ing their legal share, no t any bo dy 
else’s in additio n to their o wn.

In its eighth y ear, the Peace Co rp s has 11.000 v o lu nteers 
o n du ty in 59 natio ns aro u nd the wo rld. Its do mestic 
sister, Vista, which serv es in the u rban and ru ral p o v erty 
p o ckets at ho me, has 6,000 fu ll time v o lu nteers. Bu t the 
nu mber who are interested in serv ice o ne o r the o ther 
o f these y o u th p ro jects ru ns two o u t o f three—4.3 millio n 
o f 6.5 millio n co llege stu dents last su mmer who were 
interested in this ty p e o f v o lu nteer wo rk. 
Vo lu ntary actio n is a central theme o f the Nix o n 
Administratio n, esp ecially amo ng y o u th. It is the way it 
ho p es to attack the p ro blems o f the ghetto es. Ap p arently , 
it will hav e all the v o lu nteers it can u se and mo re in 
bo th these v o lu nteer serv ice o rganizatio ns. The Vista 
p ro jects are attracting mo re and mo re v o lu nteers. 
In Califo rnia, Stanfo rd Univ ersity bu siness scho o l 
gradu ates are assisting ghetto bu siness men with a wide 
v ariety o f eco no mic dev elo p ment p ro jects. Law gradu ates 
get better term s fo r ghetto bu sinessmen. Vista is su ccess­ 
fu l in the health field and distribu tio n o f emergency fo o d 
in lo w-inco me areas. 
Yo u ng Americans are finding o u tlets fo r their ideals 
and their energies. We do no t begin to u tilize the millio ns 
anx io u s to serv e.

Su p reme Co u rt o f the United 
States has ju st p ro claimed a 
no v el do ctrine — that 
two 
co mp eting bu sinesses canno t 
merge u nless o ne is o n the

canno t find so me o ther p u r­ 
chaser. What the co u rt has 
u nwittingly reco mmended is a 
means 
o f 
awarding 
the 
stro nger bu siness an ev entu al 
mo no p o ly . 
The case in p o int aro se in 
Tu cso n, Arizo na, where o ne 
newsp ap er was making abo u t 
25,000 do llars a y ear, and the 
o ther was lo sing abo u t the 
same amo u nt. An agreement 
was reached which p ro v ided 
that each p ap er wo u ld retain 
its o wn news and edito rial 
dep artments as well as its 
co rp o rate 
identity , 
bu t the 
p ro du ctio n 
and

ated jo intly . 
This arrangement has been 
in effect since March

ing statio ns. 
In 
1920, there were 2,042

newsp ap ees

T h e 
merging

the 
co u ntry 
which 
hav e 
bro u ght abo u t the do wnfall o f 
a nu mber o f newsp ap ers o v er 
the last sev eral y ears. 
Unless Co ngress p asses a 
p ending 
bill 
which 
wo u ld 
p ermit two daily newsp ap ers 
to enter into jo int o p eratio ns 
when o ne co u ld no t o therwise 
su rv iv e. 
many 
o f 
these 
p u blicatio ns 
will 
go o u t o f 
bu siness. This writer, o n Ju ne 
1, 1964, in discu ssing a similar 
antitru st case filed by the 
Dep artment o f Ju stice at that 
time against a co mbinatio n o f

enterp rises, 
wro te: 
“ Under the o ldest co ncep t

and that antitru st laws may

The New Demo cratic Co alitio n, the refo rm alliance 
within the Demo cratic p arty , wants Co ngressmen to 
sp eak o u t against the rep ressio n o f dissent o n the camp u s.
